Railway Disaster 
Near Boston. 


A Calamity That Rivals the Noted 
Wollaston Disaster. 


Fifteen Persons Killed and Scores 
Fearfully Injured. 


The Disaster Caused by the Engine 
Jumping the Los An- 
geles People Among 
the Injured. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Aug. 19.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] One of the most disas- 
trous railroad dents that ever oc- 
curred in the vicinity of Boston, and 
One that rivals the famous Wollaston 
disaster of October 5th, 1878, occurred 
this afternoon on the same road, the 
Old Colony, and very near the same 
locality. In the Wollaston disaster 
fifteen were killed and nearly a

A $10,000 FIRE. 


Narrow Escape of the 
Slaughter, Wash. 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 19.—-[By the 
Associated Press.] At 2:45 a. m. the 
report came to the city by telephone 
that the town of Slaughter was burn- 
ing up, and to send relief and engines 
atonce. Slaughter is a thriving little 
city of 900 people id a rich agricul- 
tural country, King county, and when 
the report was received those who 
know the town is made up wholly of 
wooden buildings, believed the rumor. 
The fire broke out in Charles Mar- 
tin's shoe shop, in a long row of frame 
buildings.

In nine cases out of ten the strike 
is started by a gang of blackmajers. 
cattle who are reaming saloons or 
something of that kind, I have known 
several strikes where the ri g leaders 
attempted to blackmail the companies 
and when they couid not succeed they 
got up some kind of an excuse for or- 
dering the men out. On two 
ou three occasions 1 have 
kuown wen who heid offices in unions 
and conducted saloons, to start strikes 
tor the purpose of gett pg up a boom in 
the saloon business. Right here in 
this city I know officers of railroad 
unions who ure ruuniug saloons, and 
on several occasious they have started 
strik~s.. If you will watch the workings 
of astrike closely you will find that 
in pine cases out of ten the 
men who vote for a siike are vagabonds 
whose home is wherever they hang 
their hat up. Invariably the men ot fam- 
ilies who have homes and are trying 
to be honest respectable citizens vote 
agulust it, but they are always in the 
min rity and are voted down. If men 
of this class could contro! the unions 
there would never be a strike, No sir,

Meeting of the Citizens’ Com- 


mittee Yesterday. 


THE OPEN DITCH CONSIDERED. 


A Report Presented, Showing the 
Condition of the Zinla- The 
Water Declared Un- 
fit for Use. 


The Citizens’ Water Committee is 
determined to have pure water for 
this city if such a thing is possible. 
The committee has held several impor- 
tant meetings and considerable good 
has already been done. 

They met yesterday afternoon on the 
corner of New High and Temple 
streets. The meeting was called to or- 
der by the chairman, C. M. Wells, and 
the minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. 

Since the last meeting the sub-com- 
mittee, which was appointed to 
examine into the condition of 
the open ditch that runs along 
the banks of the Los Angeles 
River, has been hard at work and they 
filed quite a lengthy report. The com- 
mittee decided not to give the report 
to the public at present for the reason 
that they are hopeful of getting a re- 
port from the Health Officer on the 
same subject, and they are in hopes 
they will be able to publish them to- 
gether. 

As near as can be learned, the com- 
mittee’s repors, which was filed by Mr. 
McGinnis, shows that the open ditch 
not only brings filthy water to the city, 
but the water is in such a condition 
that it has caused considerable sick- 
ness. The ditch in many places is 
open to cattle, hogs and ducks and 
geese, and between them they manage 
to keep the water in a most friguttul 
condition. 

The committee is of the opinion 
that tbe only way to remedy this state 
of affairs is to pipe the water from the 
river ata point somewhere above the 
Los Felis ranch. 

A motion petitioning the Council to 
pipe the water was put, but it was 
voted down after considerable dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Wells and several other members 
of the committee thought the Council 
should not be asked to pipe the water, 
as it will take them months to get 
around toit. He thinks the ditch can 
be fenced in so that cattle caunot 
et to it, and the geese and ducks can 
be killed off. 


One or two members of the com 
mittee thought suits should be brought 
against persons who own cattle and 
fowls that are contaminating the water. 
so that public sentiment can be aroused, 

Dr. Sinsabaugh said something 
should be done to induce the newspa- 
papers te take the question up and 
agitate it. He believes the papers-will

A Monster Skeleton. 

‘Bu (Cal.,) Aug. 19.—Report 
comes from Shellville, about four miles 
tram here, that the shovel of the 
dredger, which is cleaning out Embar- 
cadere Creek, struck a hard substance 
yesterday, which, when unearthed, 
proved to be the skeleton of a monster 
amphibious animal. From thecranium 
to the tip of the tail the skeleton 
measured twelve feet, and the massive 
jawbones were four feet in length. The 
torelegs were five feet in length, while 
the bones of the rear legs were but 
eighteen inches long and were without 
joints, excepting at the hips. The toes 
werethree inches in length. There 
were two strong tusks projecting from 
the upper jaw at right angles with the 
head, and from the top of the skull 
grew two horns, each having three 
branches. The skeleton as found at 
a depth of twenty-one feet from the 
surface, imbedded in a stratum of 
clay. The bones were taken out sepa- 
rately, it being impossible to preserve 
the skeleton whole. The discovery 
was made in the midst of a vast tract 
of tule, two miles north ot the head- 
waters of San Pablo Bay.

PIXLEY DISPLAYS HIS AGILITY. 


Frank Pixley, of The Argona ut, was 
one of the most determined oppon ents 
of the nomination of Col. Marck ham. 
At the start he entirely ignored him, 
omitting his name from a list of, proba- 
ble candidates. Later he persistently 
referred to him as Mr. Markham” 
and then, when he found that our can- 
didate was making headway, he in- 
dulged in bitter abuse of him and of 
this section, declaring that the nomi- 
nation of Markham was impossible. 

Naturally, under these circum- 
stances, one would have expected to 
find a severe criticism of the work of 


the convention in last Saturday’s Ar- 


gonaut. Nothing further from .the 
case. Pixley starts his editorial on 
the subject as follows: 

The nomination of Colonel Markham, of 
Los Angeles, after a long and bitter contest, 
18 a triumph over machine politics, political 
bosses and Federal officials: a triumph of 
the country over San Francisco, over parti- 
san and dictatori:! political organs. It took 
captive as prisoners of war Martin Kelly, 
Phil Crimmins, Dick Chute, of San Fran- 
cisco, Frank Khodes, of Sacramento, Ben 
Chambers, of the State Prison, the San 
Francisco Chronicle, the Sacramento Rec- 
ord-Union, Genetal Dimond, »f the mint, 
General Backus, of the postoflice, Collector 
Phelps, of the custom house, and Naval 
Officer Danforth. 

This is almost enough to take one’s 
breath away. Pixley was known as 
an accomplished clown, but he was 
not generally credited with being able 
to execute so sudden a flip-flap as this. 
He must be growing supple in his old 
age. Hethen goes on to show at con- 
siderable length, that none of the 
Stow-Stanford people took any part in 
the gubernatorial contest, ac- 


counting for all ot them. Stow 
did not go to Sacramento, Steve 
Gage. was at the Yosemite, 


Creed Haymond did not leave San 
Francisco, Col. Crocker was arranging 
for the Native Sons celebration, and 
Stanford is in Germany, not even in 
telegraphic touch with the men who 
may be presumed to be interested in his 
fight.”” This elaborate declaration of 
unanimous innocence looks a little 
suspicious. Pixley ther’ proceeds: 


The vi of Col. Markham indicates a 
rank above that of lieutenant, It was such 
a triumph as Cesar achieved in Gaul, and 
he brings away Gov. Waterman and Mr. 
Boruck, his private secretary, chained to 
bis chariot-wheels as captives of war. He 
goes into the field of political contest with 
his guards disciplined by organization; he 
will not be placed uponthe defensive by 
reason of the fact that he has disposed of 
all the calumnies brought against him be- 
fore campaign opens; he has drawn the 

all his political euemlas, as did bruce 
the opening field at Bannockburn by 
accepting the challenge of Edward’s maiied 
knight, and slaying himin a private com- 
bat before the battle began; so did Col. 
Markham dispose of Gov. Waterman of San 
Bernardino. 


This, coming from Pixley, is almost 
enough to turn one’s stomach. He 
will probably claim next week, that he 
is one of those to whom Markham 
mainly owes his nomination. What a 
nauseating time-server, lickspittle and 
worshipper of success the man is! 


RAILROADS VS. THE PEOPLE. 


East of the Rockies an attempt was 
made this month by the leading rail- 
Way systems to get up a uniform bill 
of lading, under which the shippers 
would have been completely under the 
control of the railways. This was in- 
augurated by the Central Traffic 
Trunk Line and Southern Railway, 
lake 
lines. To this the merchants entered 
such vehement protest and opposition 
that the railways were compelled to 
back down and withdraw their bill of 
lading. The commercial interests 
threatened to carry the matter at once 
into the United States Court to test 
its legality. The practical effect of 
the effort was to advance prices 20 to 
50 per cent. above those prior to Aug- 
ust Ist, and to make the bill of lading 
nothing but aspecial contract or mu- 
tual agreement to which the shippers 
had not assented, And the sbippers 
claimed properly that the alternative 
of shipping at higher rates to secure 
customary service and protection has 
no basis in law or equity.“ 

They had actually provided that the 
carrier should not be responsible for 
floods, fire, riots, strikes, breakage, de- 
cay or weather! The time was accord- 
ing to the carriers’ convenience—time 
for filing claims limited. Altogether 
a shipment for large freight prices aud 
no resp onsibility. 

It is very probable that the decision 
of the Interstate Commission in the 
Santa Fé case had a good deal to do 
with the sudden back-down—for their 
opinion said: The filing of schedule 
rates with tbe Commission, as required 
by the statute, raises no presumption 
as to the legality of such rates, and no 
omission or failure to challenge or disprove 
schedules of rates so filed, can have the 
effect of making rates lawful which are 
unreasonable.”’ 

These questions are of vast impor- 
tance to the whole people, as well as to 
the mercantile classes. The enhance- 
ment of values by unreasonable“ 
freights and other oppressive measures, 
causes the consumer to pay more than 
he should do, and thus levies a tax 
upon the many in favor of the few. 

For years there has been a combina- 
tion across the Continent, known as 
the Transcontinental Traffic, of all the 
leading lines west of the Mississippi, 
and those centering in Chicago. Their 
rules and rates are voluminous. They 
agree to uphold the prices; they have a 
president, who has sole control, and 
witbout whose sanction no change can 
be made. 

Under the Interstate Commerce Act 
the pooling of freights by competing 
railways was forbidden, and any com- 
bination for that purpose was declared 
a separate act for cach day. The pen- 
alty isa maximum of $5000 per day, 
aud imprisonment of the offending 
officer or agent three years for each 
offence. | 

Two suits, which will be of iuterest 
to the publi«, have been filed by Col. 
Blanton Duncan to test these matters 
by the Commission—one against the 
Southern Pacific and the other against 
the Santa Fé. In addition the act 
prohibits discriminations against per- 
sons or localities.“ It is the rule of 
these companies to discriminate 
againat the East, and as shown in the 
complaint car-loads charged $263 com- 


ing West, are charged $350 going 
East, between precisely the same 


similar circumstances, of the same 
commodity. 
Another point ie upon the bill of 
lading, which under the rules of these 
companies, requires the shipperto “re- 
lease or ship “at owner's risk,” and 
then to accept as a damage or 
total loss 85 per hundred pounds 
for his goods, which might be worth 
$100 per 100 pounds, and yet any thief 
in the railway service could steal 
them, and claim they were lost, and: 
appropriate to his owa use by paying 
the owner $5. This is one % the 
points attempted by the Easter As- 
sociation in their uniform bill of 


but which the Pacitic railways have 
had in full force for years—and this, 
too, in the face of their charges, for 
example, of $3.95 per 100 for freight 
by the shipper. . In case of loss he ro- 
ceives $1.05 for. the value of his goods 
unless he has sense enough to know 
that such a bill of lading will not hold 
water in a court of justice. 
The mixed classification, by means of 
which in a carload (paid for at the 
rate of the highest grade,) the whole is 
charged by the hundred and double 
freight exacted—an old trick on this 
coast—will receive an opinion from the 
Commission, and the right of the Pa- 
cific roads to upset the contracts of 
connecting roads East, and to claim 
and exact higher freights, in violation 
ofthe act, are questioned. Also the 
method of compelling shippers to en- 
gage a whole car on fractional ship- 
ments—when 20,000 pounds are carried 
for less than the price of 8000 pounds 
at fractional tariff. 

These questions are interesting and 
of the first importance’to the ecommer- 
cial communi y.

The 
heavens were as black as night, and 
the wind blew with a most frightful 
velocity. Whole rows of trees were 
blown down. Following this, hundreds 
of houses were unroofed, partially 
blown over &nd completely demolished 
and worse than all, the visitation of 
death was sent upon a number of 
people. Large districts in several sec- 
tions of the city are in absolute ruin, 
and women and children are in the 
streets crying and wringing their

IN ABSOLUTE DISMAY. 

The damage will reach hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. Passenger trains 
and locomotives at the depot are blown 
over, and every wire in the city, elec- 
tric light, tewphone and telegraph, is 
down. Tue devastation is to be com- 
pared with nothing in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. ' Everybody is 
rejoicing that no fires as yet have 
tuken place, for the streets are impass- 
able with trees and fallen buildings, 
and the engines could not be drawn 
through them.

He had no quarrel to make 
with the existing law in so far as it re- 
lated to agricultural and timber 
lands.

While 
the ownership of agricultural lands 
should be regulated, capita 
should he invited from everywhere to 
be invested in the hazardous business 
of developing mines and giving em- 
loyment to men who otherwise would 
crowded into other lines of labor and 
thus cheapen the wages of the toilers. 
It was not the millionaire who 
discovered the mines; it was the work- 
man. If the benefit of this discovery 
was limited to the market of the United 
States. men who had no money to in- 
vest in mines were given a monopoly. 
Ifthe doors were thrown wide open 
men who toil and had discovered treas- 


ures were given the privilege of enjoy- 
ing the benefit of it.

OAKLAND, (Cal.,) Aug. 16.—[{Corre-

doing nothing but wagging his jaws in 
the proclamation of “union principles,” 
while ai the same time his poor sister- 
in-law was working in what is designa- 
ted by these biatant “orators” as a 
“scab place.“ dividing her scant earn- 
ings with the little girl, and is still. 

his is only one instance of many of 
the same kind that could perhaps be 
found by investigating the molders, 
affairs. Itishard for these square 
men“ to be consistent in all things at 
all times. My observation has taught 
me that consistency is very much regu- 
lated by convenience, even by the self- 
styled promulgators of equity. 

The Federated Trades of San Fran- 
cisco intend to observe Labor Day”’ 
on September 2nd by a parade, The 
reading public. has already noticed how 
the different unions composing the 
same have passed resolutions imposing 
penalties upon those members who 
will not appear in the parade. Cannot 
the intelligent public see by this pro- 
ceeding that the Federated Trades is 
an un-American institution, and by 
endeavoring to force people to parade 
under penalty is violating the liberties 
vouchsafed as sacred by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to her citi- 
zens. 

There was atime when unions were 
good institutions, but like everything 
else that gets filled up with so much 
that is bad, the unions have begun to 
feel the effects of the “social Anarch- 
ist“ and dynamite elements, and those 
who are sober, industrious and saving 
members are becoming tired of the 
regulations to Which they are subjected 
by the foreign agitating element. 

The manner in which untons are 
conducted nowadays has a tendency to 
widen the gulf between the employer 
and the employed, and after the exper- 
jence capitalists and employers have 
had with socalled “‘labororganizations”’ 
all over this land during the past few 
rome. and are still having they cannot 

justly blamed for looking with sus- 
picion and distrust upon them. 

The doctrine of labor unions is get- 
ting to be, not to save a competence 
and become an independent citizen, 
but to divide what you earn among 
those who do not earn; be always 
dependent; always looking to some 
capitalist to employ you, in return for 
which you will take his money and 
reguiate his business for him; to regu- 
late those members who do try to save 
forarainy day from their earnings 
and deprive them of the privilege of 
working to that end. 

In San Francisco the labor unions 
are having discussions continually, and 
passing resolutions for the good of 


the working people,“ and against the 


Chinese and their manufactures and 
their employers, while at the same time 
it is safe to say that 50 per cent of this 
same element is wearing Chinese made 
clothing and are regalar patrons of the 
Chinese lottery games; yet they howl 
for the exclusion of Chinese cheup 
labor.

Ingenious Auricular Device. 

The British Medical association appears 
to regard with favor a device brought to 
its attention by Dr. John W. Cousins, of 
London, who terms the instrument a new 
antiseptic artificial drum head, and by the 
use of which he claims to have been very 
euccessful in improving the hearing of the 
deaf. In shape this mechanism is described 
as being exactly like a hat, with a very 
high tapering crown and a broad, flat rim, 
having a short ribbon attached to the edge. 
It is made of several sizes, according tothe 
ear it is designed to fit, is stained flesb 
color, and is so soft, light and flexible as to 
produce no sensation of weight or pressure 
in the canal, its weight being only from 
one-sixth to one-fourth of a grain. 

When in position the crown rests near 
the*tympanic membrane—or where it 
should have been—the brim upon the 
meatal wall and the ribbon, or handle, be- 
hind the tragus. It is made of compressed 
cotton fiber, swollen by prolonged immer- 
sion in water and saturated in an anti- 
septic oil and ether. In addition to the 
above named qualities it is urged in favor 
of this drum that it can be putin position 
and removed by the patient himself, and 
that it can be successfully worn by persons 
whose ears are discharging anything, from 
fresh serum to fetid pus. In these latter 
cases the plan.pursued is to deodorize the 
ear cavity with boracic acid, insert the 
drum and give instructions for removing 
the device and cleansing the ear.—New 
York Tribune. 


Tree Roots in Drains. 

The inefficiency of underdrains after a 
few years’ service will often be found on 
examination due to filling of the 
way by roots standing somewhere 
near the line of the tile on stone. Some 


kinds of trees are worse in this respect 
than others, the elm and willow, both lov- 
ing water, being worst of all. Elm roots 

y will often run three or four rods 
to the drain, and once o an en- 


trance will quickly fill it up, Drains in 


orchards are often thus injured, though if 
not entirely clogged the trees may do bet- 
ter for holding more moisture in the 
soil.—Christian at Work.
